KNOCKED DOWN BY CABLE CAR. 


DISPENSARY AND HOSPITAL DOC- 
TORS DISAGREED. 


Yormer Diagnosed the Case as Con- 
tusion, While the Latter De- 
clare It a Serious Case of 
Fracture. 


John Reitz of 4257 North Twentieth street 
was held sixteen hours by the 
the Fourth District under a charge of in- 
toxication. When he was released at 8 
o'clock Tuesday morning he could not bear 
his weight on his left leg: He was taken to 
the City Hospital by way of the City: Dis- 
pensary. 

The surgeons of the City Hospital and 
Dr. Vogel of the City Dispensary, who twice 
examinei Reitz, disagreed.as to the extent 
of his injuries. 

Reitz drives a wagon for the city. He 
Was on a north-bound Bioadway cable car 
at 4 o'clock Monday afternoon en route 
home. At Wash street he attempted to 
enter the grip car from the trailer while 
the train was in motion. He slipped and 
fell between the cars. The train was halted 
after Reitz had been Cragged twenty feet. 

Tde police say he was intoxicated an 
only complained of a slight injury to his 
leg. He was take to the City Dispensary, 
where he was examined by Dr. Vogel. 

There, it is claimed, he was violent and 
it. was with difficulty an examination was 
made. Dr. Vogel says he found the lower 
leg and foot badly bruised and a laceration 
on the under side just below the knee. Ac- 
cording to this surgeon's statement Reitz 
could manipulate the knee joint and did do 
so in attempting to rise from the operat- 
ing table. 

he injured part was dressed for a contu- 
sion ani the man was returned to the cus- 
tody of the police. At the Fourth District 
Station, seventh and Carr streets. a charge 
of intoxication was preferred and Reitz was 
placed in a cell. 


Dr. made another examination. 
While the leg had swelled and darkened 
during-the ‘night Dr. Vogel says he found 
nothing to cause him to change the original 
diagnosis of contusion. He says the swell- 
ing indicated there might be a sprain and 
at the patient’s request sent him to the 
City Hospital. 

At that institution he was carefully ex- 
amined by Supt. Nietert, Dra. Amyx and 
Babler. The diagnosis was lacerated leg 
and fractured head of tibia. The leg was 
greatly swollen and darkened from knee 
to toea. His foot and ankle were particu- 
larly erilarged and discolored. The lacera- 
tion on the under side was pronounced of 
itself, serious. 

According to City Hospital surgeons who 
made the examination and treated the pa- 
tient, he should have been sent to that. in- 
stitution as soon as possible after the in- 
jury. The sixteen hours delay, they say, 
have greatly increased the danger of seri- 
ous complications, 

Reitz admits that it was not until morn- 
ing that he asked to be sent to the City 
Hospital. ; 

“I stand by my diagnosia.”” Dr. Vogel at 
the City Dispensary said, when told of the 
City Hospital surgeons’ statements. “I 
found nothing to indicate a fracture. The 
laceration and vontusion were properly 
dressed here. Reitz was eent to the City 
Hospital partly because he asked to ba 
and because after seeing the swollen condi- 
tion I decided that he should have constant 
treatment.” 

“Reitz was returned to the etation.” said 
Police Captain Kieley, ‘ton the recommen- 
dation of Dr. Vogel at the City D‘spensary.

JARED BY AN EARTHQUAKE 


Part of the San Jacinto Mountain Has 
Slipped Into a Subterran- 
ean Cavern. 


SAN JACINTO, Ca'., March 20.—Great 
excitement prevails in San Jacinio, as it 
has been discovered that part of San Ja- 
cinto mountain had. slipped into a sub- 
terranean cavern. A territory covering 
sixty acres, at an elevation of 4000 feet, 
was dislodged by the recent earthquake 
and had slipped 150 feet lower that it had 
previously stood for centuries, 

The face of the new valley Is traversed 
with fissures and cracks varying in width 
from an inch to six feet across, and it !s 
impussible to see either bottom or to sound 
the depths by throwing stones into them. 
A young man was lowered forty feet in 


the crevice and the bottom could not be 
seen by the venturesome youth. /Yester- 
day being Sunday, every procurable ve- 
aicle was driven eleven miles, to the 
southeastern foot of this great spur of 
Zan Jacinto park. Once at the broken 
rim of this mountain range the eye sur- 
veyed a oscene of terrible devastation. 
The great earthquake has been succeeded 
by dozens of ight shocks, and aiinough 
hese are becoming infrequent, residents 
are much alarmed.

Report is busy with suggestions of in- 
termeddling by Russia. The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of the Berlin Anzieger tele- 
graphs that “‘the minister for foreign af- 
fairs has prepared an official note which 
will be published within the next day or 
two. It contains Russia’s answer to Pres- 
ident Kruger’s request for intervention. 

“The note has been drawn up with the 
knowledge and consent of France and Ger- 
many and has received the full approval of 
the Czar. 

“As regards its contents, all that the cor- 
respondent has been able to learn is that 
the note is directed, with due precautions, 
against England and its tone is very eerious 


and will certainly not fail to make a deep ;

impreseion.”’ 

Following this comes the suggestion that 
Germany will protest against Br.tish occu- 
pation of Johannesburg, because of the 
danger to German interests there that such 
a step would entail.

“Just imagine a government which has 
formally declined all outside intervention 
permitting Germany to d.ctate the course of 
Lord Roberts’ march to Pretoria. The 
German Foreign Office knows better than 
to invite the snub it, would infal.ib:y re- 
ceive if it ventured to whisper so prepos- 
terous a proposal in Downing street.” 

No one expects Russia or any other 
European power to help the Boers because 
their jiberty is at stake. The question

So, both in the cost of production and cost to consumer, 

the advantage is largely with the municipal plants. It will 

not be wonderful if the municipal ownership of electrical 

plants becomes universal-in England. 
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Chatging a five-cent fare where only a three-cent fare is 
earned is “spoliation;’’ but perhaps that is not the way Fed- 
eral Judges look upon car fare. A Federal Judge in Michigan 
has just ruled that a reduction to three-cent fare, through 
a municipal ordinance, would be “spoliation.”

FRIED SMELTS.—Smelts should not be 
opened, but cleaned by squeeziing the in- 
sides out at the gills with thumb and 
finger, beginning at the-talls. Wipe with a 
wet cloth, dredge with fiour, then dip in 
beaten eggs and breadcrumbs, and fry to a 
aciden brown in deep fat. Drain on a 
sieve, then lay them on brown paper in the 
open oven until All are done; arrange on a 
hot platter—heads and tails—and garnish 
with parsley. Serve with sauce Tartare. 


FILLET OF BEDF A LA MARENGO.— 
Make a marinade as follows: Three quarts 
of water, one tablespoonful of salt, one 


tablespoonful of sugar, one teaspoonful of 
whole peppercorns, a dozen whole cloves, 
one sliced lemon, three bayleaves, one level 
teaspoonful of powdered thyme and one 
cupful of strong vinegar; boil together for 
15 minutes. When coid Pay in a fillet, allow- 
ing it to remain for 24 hours. To roast, 
take the fillet out of the marinade, rub it 
over heavily with butter, put it in a baking 
pan, and roast, basting frequentiy with the 
marinade boiled down to one-third the 
original quatity. When done thicken the 
bastings with flour and butter, browned to- 
gether in a spider, and pour around the 
meat in a hot platter, straining it, of 
course, Add a border of young onions 
boiled aml seasoned. 


FIG SANDWICHES IN ROLLS.—Split a 
dozen figs, scrape out the soft portion, re- 
jecting the skins; rub this to a pasie. 
3utter either white or brown hread, then 
cut the slices from the loaf as thin as 
possible: remeve the crusts, spread over 
the paste; roll the bread carefully, press 
for a moment until there is no danger of 


the roll opéning; then roli it in a piece of 
tissue paper, twisting thé ends as you 
Would an old-fashioned motto, or tt may be 
tied with narrow baby ribbon of any color. 


CHOCOLATE LOAF, CHARLOTTE 
RUSSE FILLING.—Make a sponge cake of 
six eggs, two cupfuls of sugar, a table- 
epoonful of lemon juice, half a cupful of 
bottling water and two cupfuls of flour. 
Beat the yolks and sugar until Hight, add 
flavoring, then the whites beaten very stiff, 
next hot water and‘astly the flour; bake in 
large loaf, When cool take out the center, 
leaving an inch rim on sides and bottom. 
Cover inside and out with a frosting made 
of an ounce of unsweetened chocolate melt- 
ed, one and a half cupfuls of sifted con- 
fectioner’s sugar, vanilla to flavor and hot 
water to mix a smooth paste. 


BAKED FISH WITH OYSTER STUFF- 
ING.—Select a fish weighing four pounds, 
thoroughly clean it, remove both head and 


tail and season well with salt and pepper. 
Stuff with the prepared oyster stuffing and 
sew securely. Skewer into the shape of a 
letter S, if long enough, if not, place up- 
right on a well-greaSed fish sheet, propping 
it in piace with pared potatoes. Fish bake 
through more evenly and brown better if 
placed upright instead of on one side in the 
pan. If you have no fish sheet, place two 
broad strips of oiled muslin under the fish 
and by this means it may be lifted easily 
from the pan to the serving platter. Brush 
the fish with beaten egg, cover with but- 
tered bread crunmibs and bake about 50 min- 
utes in @ moderate oven. Decorate with 
parsley and slices Of lemon, Berve, if de- 
sired, with oyster sauce,

ONLY WAY OUT OFT 


NOW DUE TO REPUDIATE IT. 


Assembly and Governor Likely to 
Come in for Condemnation at the 
Next State Convention. 


There is a movement on foot which has 
for its object the repudiation by the next 
Democratic State Convention of the pass- 
age and signing by a Democratic Legisla- 
ture and Governor of the street railway 
consolidation bill. 

Leaders of the party say they realize that 
the enactment of this law put the party in 
& hole from which it can extricate itself 
only by a public repudiation of the acts 
of the Legislature and the Governor. The 
Democratic party in Missourl has always 
prided itself upon its anti-trust record, and 
at the last legislative session a number of 
far-reaching anti-trust laws were enacted, 
At the same time the street railway bill, 
which permitted the formation of a street 
Eeee trust in St. Louis, was enacted into 
aw. 

A tag tant ye Governor, who had talked 
& great deal about his opposition to trusts 
signed the Dill. . 

The passage and signing of the law 
created a feeling of resentment not only 
in the city of St. Louis, but also in the 
State. In fact the feeling is more bitter 
in many sections of the State than in the 
city. The Republican leaders have seized 
upon the Inconsistency of the Democrats 
and are making campaign material out of 
it, notwithstanding that more Republicans 
than Democrats voted for the biil. The 
recent danger of a strike of street railway 
employes has accentuated this feeling and 
has served to call attention to the law. 

The Democrats fear that the record of 
the Legislature and the Governor will iIn- 
jure the chances of their candidates in the 
next campaign. Already a Senator and a 
Representative who voted for the bill have 
been defeated for nominations they sought. 

For these reasons it would surprise no 
one if, when the Democratic Convention 
comes to consider its platform, a resolu- 
tion should be offered, repudiating the acts 
of the Legislature and the Governor on the 
bdills, Such a resolution would declate 
that the law was contrary to the spirit of 
the Democratic party and that the Legis- 
lature which passed ft, and the Governor 
who signed it did so upon their own re- 
sponsibility and without the approval of 
the party.
